This is the newest and most modern 
building of the Church of God Or- 
phanage, which has been named 
“Dorcas Hall,” at a recent meeting of 
the Board of Directors, in honor and 
memory of faithful working women 
who gave their time gratis to make 
the Orphanage work of the Church 
a success in the days of its infancy 
and lack of funds. 

There are fourteen bedrooms, capa- 
ble of accommodating the matrons 
and approximately forty girls. A large, 
double-section living room and music 
studio, and two large commodious 
bathrooms on the second, or street- 
level floor, is practically all of the 
building that can be seen in the pic- 
ture; but that is not all, for on the 
ground floor, on one side, as the 
building is divided in the back by a 
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27-by-54-foot court, there is a large 
play, work, and study room, a nice 
dining room that will easily accom- 
modate fifty people at one time, and 
a roomy, modernly furnished kitchen 
and pantry. On the north side, we 
expect to have a modern laundry in- 
stalled in the near future. On this 
floor, too, there are several storage 
rooms and linen closets, which are so 
necessary to this work. This building 
stands at the corner of 24th Street 
and Montgomery -Avenue, on _ the 
foundation of the old Auditorium, and 
is a beautiful memorial to the won- 
derful Annual Conventions that 
many, no doubt, will remember being 
conducted there. 

This new home has been under con- 
struction for some time, but is finally 
finished at a cost of $64,217.05, and 
is now occupied by thirty-two girls, 


two matrons, and a music teacher. 
Also, the Superintendent’s office is in 
two rooms, temporarily. The furnish- 
ings have cost $8,372.54. This includes 
$1,800 worth of living room furniture 
donated by business friends of 
Chattanooga and Cleveland, through 
the faithful work of Rev. James L. 
Slay, pastor of the North Cleveland 
Church, which makes a grand total 
of $72,589.59. 

It had been hoped that with this 
new addition we would be able to 
take in many new girls and have a 
little surplus room for emergencies, 
but at this time it is practically filled 
and again many more calling for help. 
The demand seems to be greater than 
our ability to supply, but we know 
that we are doing a good work and 
we do not expect to come down or 
quit—J. A. Muncy, Superintendent.

“And they shall teach my people the 
difference between the holy and the 
profane, and cause them to discern be- 
tween the unclean and the clean,” 
Ezek. 44:23. 


Education is discipline of the mind 
and character through study or in- 
struction. 

To try to give the value of education 
in words at this writing would bea 
task too great to undertake, but we 
can realize some of the importance of 
having an education when we think 
what loss is sustained by many in not 
having enough education to know how 
to write their names, or how to carry 
on a business, or profession, and are 
handicapped all through life because 
of an inferiority complex. 

One of the important duties devel- 
oping upon the priests was to teach. 
They were to teach the difference be- 
tween the holy and the profane, be- 
tween the unclean and the clean, or, 
as we would sum the matter, the fun- 
damentals of religion; and this is 
stressed more by men who have an ex- 
perience with God than by those who 
have just a mere profession. If it was 
necessary at the time of Ezekiel’s writ- 
ing to teach the difference, how much 
more so in our day. 

From the days of the Reformation 
there has been emphasis on teaching 
the youth about Christ. Luther, Calvin, 
Knox, Wesley, Whitfield, and others 
are examples. It has been said that 
Zinzendorf preached to children with 
marked success, showing results. His 
thought was, unless we take care of 
the youth, converting and training 
them for Christ, the. revival of religion 
will last only one generation. How true 
this is, we can plainly see. The church- 
es at this time have a double respon- 
sibility in youth work, since we are in 
an age when everything is bidding for 
the talent of the youth. The Church 
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needs their talent, their vision, their 
strength, their energy, their zeal. They 
should be taught and trained in the 
Christian faith according to the belief 
of the Church. The faith and life of 
the individual is to be directed, and 
his relationship to Christ and the 
Church should be clearly set forth. 
Every country trains its soldiers ac- 
cording to its own military standards 
and regulations. The disciplining of 
the mind and character should always 
be such that we may become greater 
servants of the Lord and of our fellow 
man. Some educators and colleges so 
discipline the minds of the youth until 
they do not believe in the divinity of 
Jesus Christ, or the efficacy of His 
atoning blood. Many are the young 
men and young women who have had 
their faith wrecked because of the 
teaching in some of the colleges, while 
others are being affected more and 
more, and some have become atheistic, 
others drifting into infidelity, and we 
see such a need of Christian colleges 
that will discipline minds and char- 
acters so as to be servants of God. 
Then they may discern between holy 














and profane, and unclean and clean. 


Now we have a Christian College 
where the religious atmosphere is such 
to lead people to believe in God, and 
to help maintain the faith of others 
who are Christians. Let us consider 
some of the needs of an institution of 
this kind in our observance of Ameri- 
can Education Week —a _ better 
equipped library, improved biological 
department, improvement in the Com- 
merical Department, and improve- 
ment in the Religious Education De- 
partment. In fact, great is the need, 
and great is the cost in enlarging and 
better equipping the college. We can 
help by our contributions. 

Let us also make a contribution to 
this institution through prayer, that 
God’s hand of guidance will always be 
present and felt by the faculty and 
student body, since the future minis- 
try of the Church of God will be great- 
ly affected by the policies of the Col- 
lege. 








TAKE A LETTER 


Just as a businessman says to a 
stenographer, “Take a letter,” and she 
sets down only that which he dictates, 
so the Bible was written by holy men 
of old who set down only that which 
God dictated, and they were no more 
the authors of it than the stenogra- 
pher is of the businessman’s letter. 


For instance, God would say to 
Moses, “Take a letter,” and he would 
write the first five books of the Bible. 
Then to Samuel, “Take a letter,” and 
he would write the Judges; David, 
the Psalms; Solomon, the Proverbs; 
and Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, etc., 
the books named after them. 


Coming down to the New Testa- 
ment, it was the same. God would 
say to Matthew, Mark, Luke, and 
John, “Take a letter,” and they would 
write the Four Gospels; then Paul 
end other apostles, the Epistles. And 
when the final “Amen” was affixed 
to Revelation, the Bible was so per- 
fect that even God could not add any- 
thing to it. 

This wonderful letter—the Bible— 
not only tells how the first Adam 
sold the human race to the devil, but 
how the second Adam (Christ Jesus) 
bought it back again. It is good tid- 
ings of great joy to all people, as the

Personalized clinics, teacher-training institutes, neighbor- 
hood canvasses, local conferences, and other helps suited 
to specific group needs are being offered as extensively as 
the growth of our association permits. 

Funds are being raised to provide a mobile unit so that 
NSSA staff members will be able to reach the most out- 
of-way Sunday Schools, as well as those schools in our 
cities and towns. 

A personalized counselling service is made available 
through correspondence. During the past year, NSSA staff 
has assisted scores of Sunday Schools to meet problems in 


this manner.

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HOW TO READ THE GOSPELS 


(For ten consecutive years, Dr. Francis Stifler has been 
broadcasting on one subject. That subject is the Bible. He 
has treated it from many angles; but the perennial ques- 
tion he meets is, “Where shall 1 start reading the Bible?” 
In this article, Dr. Francis Stifler, Secretary for Public Re- 
lations of the American Bible Society, 450 Park Avenue, 
New York 22, N. Y., tells you how to read the Gospels.) 

People often speak to me about the difficulty they have 
in reading the Bible. Sometimes they are frank enough to 
say they just can’t find it interesting. I do not wonder at 
this, for most of us have never been taught how to read 
the Bible. Since the most important part of the Bible is 
the New Testament, and the most important books in the 
New Testament are the four Gospels, let us start our Bible 
reading with the life of Jesus. How shall one read the Gos- 
pels? 

First, where shall we begin? No, not with Matthew, which 
comes first in the New Testament. Begin with Mark, not 
because Mark is. the shortest of the Gospels and the oldest, 
but rather, because it is the basis of Matthew and Luke, 
and is fuller of action, simpler, and more straightfor- 
ward than the others. 

How much shall we read at the first sitting? Right here 
is where most of the difficulty with Bible reading comes in. 
Our Bible reading consists too often of a chapter, or a verse, 
or a few verses, which may be used on many occasions, 
and none of which I am ruling out, but the way to really 
know Jesus Christ is to read the Gospels, each at a sitting. 
It takes about one hour and a quarter to read the Gospel of 
Mark out loud—considerably less when read to oneself. We 
never hesitate to read that long or longer when we start in 
on a fast-moving short story in a magazine. 

When you read Mark thoughtfully through at one sitting, 
you get a conception of Jesus you never got before. Never 
again will you doubt that He was wholly human and wholly 
and uniquely divine. Never again will you have any question 
about the trustworthiness of Mark’s record. You catch the 
spirit of a humble, conscientious writer determined to pre- 
serve the testimony of eyewitnesses to a great miracle, a 
great tragedy, a great new beginning of something that can 
never stop—a light shining in darkness. 

If you read Mark through at one sitting, you will want to 
read more about Jesus. You have three more records. I sug- 
gest you read Matthew next, but read it at one sitting. 
Matthew repeats practically every line of Mark but adds 
much of what Jesus said in His sermons to the people. The 
greatest sermon ever preached is found in Matthew 5, 6 
and 7, and another in Chapter 10 and there are at least 
four others. Sit down some evening and read the whole of 
the book of Matthew. It will take you possibly an hour and 
a half. Its teachings have been gradually remaking the 
world. Your very experience in the reading of the book can- 
not help but transform your spirit. 

If you read Mark and Matthew as I have suggested, you 
will be profoundly grateful that there is another sketch of 
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Jesus’ life for you to read. Luke, also based on Mark, has 
been called the most beautiful book ever written. Because 
Luke wrote for Gentiles rather than for Jews, you will feel 
you are getting a little closer to Jesus than even Matthew 
led you. Furthermore, Luke’s practical humanitarianism 
will appeal to you. Luke is the American’s Gospel. Read 
Luke through at one sitting. It is almost exactly the same 
length as Matthew. 

You have one crowning experience awaiting you. John’s 
Gospel was written much later than the others. All over 
the Roman world, people persecuted for their faith had 
found Christ as Saviour, and John reads these experiences 
back into his story of Jesus’ life. If you have read the oth- 
er three Gospels, as I suggest, John will become almost a 
personal experience as you read it. Jesus will be to you the 
Bread of Life ang the Light of the World. He will be the 
Way, the Truth and the Life. You will be born again. 

I beg of you to take four evenings and, in the manner I 
have suggested, read the Gospels. Then write and tell me 
if I was not right about the methods and its results. 


CATHOLICS WIN FIGHT FOR TRANSPORTATION 

ALBANY, N. Y.—(RNS)—The New York State Depart- 
ment of Education has sustained an appeal by Catholic 
residents of two communities near here, requesting that 
their children be provided with transportation to and from 
parochial schools in Albany and Hudson. 

The decision, rendered by Dr. Lewis A. Wilson, acting 
commissioner of education, overrules action by members of 
the Loudonville school district, who voted 85-19 against the 
proposition at a meeting last May. 

The original petition was submitted by eighteen residents 
of Loudonville, who pointed out that children from that 
district who attended public schools in Albany were pro- 
vided with transportation at the expense of district tax- 
payers. The petition requested similar provision for Cath- 
olic schools. 

When district voters turned down the proposal, the ap- 
peal was lodged with state education department authori- 
ties. 

The decision, announced by the legal division of the de- 
partment, pointed out that transportation should be pro- 
vided all children, without favoritism or discrimination. 


TRUMAN WILL IGNORE PROTESTANT REQUEST 

WASHINGTON, D. C.—(RNS)—President Harry S. Tru- 
man has no intention of “recalling” his personal ambassa- 
dor to the Vatican, Myron C. Taylor, regardless of Protes- 
tant demands. 

The President, on the contrary, is said, on good authority, 
to feel that Taylor can do more in the coming months to- 
ward preventing the deterioration of American prestige in 
Europe than any other ambassador this government main- 
tains abroad. 

Insiders here say that in view of the paralleled interests 
of the U.S. and the Vatican, any “recall” of Myron C. 
Taylor from his post at this time is unthinkable.

PLEADS 
SALESLADY 
OF 
CHRISTIANITY

Europe must be saved spiritually, as 
well as economically, if world peace is 
to be preserved, Miss Henrietta C. 
Mears, self-styled “saleslady of Chris- 
tian faith through realism,” said here 
Thursday. 


Miss Mears is director of the youth 
department of the First Presbyterian 
Church in Hollywood, Cal., editor-in- 
chief of the Gospel Light Press, and 
author of more than 100 Sunday 
School textbooks. She is here to ad- 
dress the National Sunday School As- 
sociation Thursday night in the Gib- 
son. 


“The time to act is now, when the 
world is in dire need of the security of 
Christian faith. We must take the 
slums out of men’s hearts, as well as 
take men out of slums,” Miss Mears 
said. 


... Miss Mears’ philosophy of Chris- 
tian Education has built her church’s 
Sunday School enrollment tosa total 
of 3,500, believed the largest of any 
single church. 


“IT believe in accentuating the posi- 
tive and putting a lot of ‘oomph’ (en- 
thusiasm) into religious education. 
Our Sunday School program provides 
week-long programs for all ages of 
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people. It’s an adventure in education 
that appeals to those who seek reali- 
ty,” Miss Mears said. 


Youngsters want reality today, Miss 
Mears contends, and when someone 
offers realistic “straight - from - the- 
shoulder Christian education to them, 
they snap at it eagerly. 


“The old-time ministerial oratory 
was spiritual illiteracy that offended 
thinking people. Many churchgoers 
park their minds outside when they 
enter church and if they don’t think, 
they just don’t learn. The way to top 
that hurdle is to make religious educa- 
tion attractive.” 


Miss Mears likes to tackle “giots who 
disbelieve through ignorance. The 
Bible confounds all the fallacies of the 
early philosophers. If you read the 
first book, Genesis, you'll find that 
creation is recorded there exactly as 
it is in the latest geology textbooks,” 
she says. 


Independently wealthy, Miss Mears 
is a one-time Minneapolis high-school 
chemistry teacher. She covers the U.S. 
(and the world) by plane in pursuing 
her chosen career of “selling the 
Christian faith.” Her father wasa 
North Dakota banker and she is the 
granddaughter of the late W. W. 
Everts, one of the founders of the 
University of Chicago.—The Cincin- 
nati Post, October 9, 1947. 





Churchman Raps UNRRA 
Waste in Foreign Lands 


Criticism of the United States 
Government methods of feeding and 
clothing Europe’s needy “through the 
wasteful methods of UNRRA” was 
voiced Monday by Dr. R. L. Decker, 
Kansas City, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals, 
meeting in Hotel Gibson. 

Dr. Decker said, “I think I speak for 
the NAE and its 4,000,000 Protestant 
members when I say we regard with 
suspicion the mounting Government 
regulations. We abhor stateism and 
collectivism.” 

Asked if President Truman’s Sun- 
day night broadcast, suggesting when 
and what to eat and how much, 
would be considered stateism, Dr. 
Decker and his assistant, J. Elwin 
Wright, Boston, agreed that relief to 


the starving “ought to be on a vol- 
untary basis instead of being made 
political expediency. Relief becomes a 
political matter, and it is easy for the 
Government to throw its weight 
around in relief work.” 

Dr. Decker charged that UNRRA 
distribution methods found food 
rotting on wharves and the “mere 
dumping of food and clothes and 
money into Europe, to be distributed 
indiscriminately, resulted in waste and 
the bolstering of black markets.” 

Dr. Decker said most of UNRRA’s 
relief items went into the black mar- 
ket, opposed to the more satisfactory 
methods employed by American 
churches. Food and clothing distribu- 
tions by the churches in Europe, he

Chings New and Old

Text: Matt. 13:44, “Again, the 
kingdom of heaven is like unto treas- 
ure hid in a field; the which when a 
man hath found, he hideth, and for 
joy thereof goeth and selleth all that 
he hath, and buyeth that field.” 


Let’s see into first things first. The 
kingdom of heaven is spoken in 
synonymous terms with the kingdom 
of God; hence, they are one and the 
same. Proof: In Mark 1:15, we hear 
Jesus declaring, “The time is fulfilled, 
and the kingdom of God is at hand: 
repent ye, and believe the gospel.” 
In Matt. 4:17, He expressed Himself 
in the same sense of declaration, but 
He used the words kingdom of heaven. 

Let us understand now just a little 
more explicitly. The kingdom of God 
is one of “spiritual power” at present, 
and will be counted as such till the 
consummation of its “supernatural 
authority” is transformed to the 
literal kingdom during the thousand 
years on earth: with Christ. It is at 
present the “Holy Ghost kingdom,” 
with POWER. The kingdom of God 
is a “spiritual kingdom,” which rules 
over the souls of men; but in the 
consummation, it will rule over all, 
even the minds of men, demanding 
obedience of the “sheep nations” and 
subjects. The kingdom of God, a 
spiritual kingdom, is of heaven, hence 
of God. This ought to be plain 
enough. And Jesus correlated this 
fact in Mark 1:15 and Matt. 4:17. 


Now since we have determined this 
fact, let us take up the TREASURE. 
Our text says the kingdom of God, 
equal to the kingdom of heaven, is a 
TREASURE in a field, HID. Matt. 13: 
38 says, “Goeth and selleth all he 
hath, and buyeth (He bought) the 
field (the world).” Astonishing! 
Seems incredible! But now let us re- 
trace our thoughts to where it is 
stated, that when this man hath 
FOUND this treasure, or located it, 
or in more simplified language, on 
being enlightened in the Scriptures— 
receiving this light to possess this 
TREASURE, and on possessing the 
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KEY by way of the Scripture, or find- 
ing the TREASURE, he HIDETH it. 


Now let us reason some here. If the 
TREASURE were already HID, what 
logical reason could the man have for 
hiding it again? There would be no 
danger of its being disturbed, for it 
is HID already, and few there be that 
find it. Anyway, why would one HIDE 
such a TREASURE from the people 
whose hearts and souls cry for its 
distribution? when Jesus says: “Ye 
are the light of the world. A city that 
is set on a hill cannot be HID. Neither 
do men light a candle, and put it 
under a bushel, but on a candlestick; 
and IT GIVETH LIGHT to all that 
are in the house. Let your light SO 
SHINE before men (the world) that 
they may see your good works, and 
glorify your Father which is in heav- 
en.” 


And again, this man is described in 
justification only as he brings out 
of his TREASURE to the people, 
things new and old. Matt. 13:52. Let 
us look again for this fellow. What! 
you can’t find him? No, indeed, you 
can’t. Why? Because he is HID. If 
you will study the statement closely, 
you will see that the man (HIMSELF, 
and not the TREASURE) is the one 
hid now. The man did not hide the 
treasure the second time, but the man 
hideth. The fact is here, the man 
consecrated himself in close com- 
munion with God in prayer and sup- 
plication till he came in possession of 
this wonderful TREASURE—gift of 
God. As soon as he found such a 
wonderful TREASURE in the Word of 
God, he went into his closet and shut 
his door on the world, to tarry be- 
fore the Lord in secret prayer till 
the TREASURE “gift” was his. Acts 
3:6. This man sold all he had—of this 
world’s interest; he separated him- 
self from every concern of this world; 
he presented himself a living sacri- 
fice (Romans 12:1-3) to gain the 
favors of Almighty God, that he might 
be a blessing to God’s Church, and 
to God’s people, and to the world. 


And that is what we shall have to 
do, if we have the power of God in 
the Church (IN THE HOUSE) today. 
Jesus says in Matt. 6:17, 18, that what 
ye do, do it as unto the Father in 
secret, and He will reward you open- 
ly. 

Yes, the man HID. He placed him- 
self before God in private prayer, to 
seek God until he was worthy to re- 
ceive the TREASURE that he knew 
about. He learned by the Scripture 
where the treasure was. He also 
learned how to attain same. 

By the statement made in Luke 
18:21, “The kingdom of God is WITH- 
IN YOU,” our Lord may have meant 
that the kingdom of God was in their 
midst, or He may not have. Often- 
times He challenged the understand- 
ing of His disciples, and found them 
dull. Anyway, we shall assume that 
He meant just that. But even that 
doesn’t justify our being denied the 
same spiritual power. 

We have the HOLY GHOST. Jesus 
let the SPIRIT WORK in Him, and 
sanctified Himself for the Father to 
use to the .Father’s glory. And does 
not Matt. 13:52 assure us that every 
scribe (minister) which is instructed 
into the kingdom of heaven (God) 
is likened unto a MAN that is an 
householder (keeper of the house of 
God—Church) which bringeth forth 
out of his TREASURE (singular, no- 
tice) THINGS new and old? 

On the day of Pentecost, the fol- 
lowers of Christ were given the 
TREASURE about which we have 
been talking. They acquired posses- 
sion of it, for they had HID them- 
selves in the upper room till God 
gave it to them. Yes, they had been 
HID in consecration before the Lord 
(the ministry). We are speaking of 
the CALLED OF GOD. Are you 
CALLED, brother? 

The great power and glory of God 
manifested there was NEW to the 
world. Should we attain now in these 
closing hours such glorious power, it 
again would be NEW but OLD, be- 
cause this glorious power is two thou- 
sand years old; but think how NEW 
it would be to us now. It is simply 
lying dormant. TREASURE—NEW 
AND OLD! 

Then the greatest challenge to us 
is found in 2 Cor. 4:6. Paul said, “For 
God, who commanded the light to 
SHINE out of darkness, hath SHINED 
IN OUR HEARTS, to GIVE the LIGHT 
of the knowledge of the GLORY of

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I want to tell you something about 
a real hunger and thirst for God, 
which comes from a heart full of love 
for the Lord Jesus Christ, a love for 
God and for His Holy Word. 


We will first, for a moment, con- 
sider that text found among the 
Beatitudes in the fifth chapter of 
Matthew, verse 6, “Blessed are they 
which do hunger and thirst after 
righteousness: for they shall be 
filled.” The longing and desire for 
God and the things of God is com- 
pared with a natural thirst, or 
natural hunger, because there is a 
deep similarity in the physical feel- 
ing and that which one has down 
deep inside. In the Old Testament, 
we have a number of places where 
the distinct command has been given, 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God.” 
God has commanded that we love 
Him. In the New Testament, Jesus 
implied that our love to Him would 
be expressed in deeds of obedience, 
and expressions of that love would 
be manifest in that we would love 
one another. In St. John 14:21, we 
have these words, “He that hath my 
commandments, and keepeth them, 
he it is that loveth me: and he that 
loveth me shall be loved of my Father, 
and I will love him, and will manifest 
myself to him.” 

God will not reveal Himself to any- 
one who has not a real desire down 
in his heart to know HIM. Nor will 
He reveal Himself to anyone just be- 
cause he has a desire to know about 
God to satisfy his curiosity. That de- 
sire to know God must be coupled 
with a determination to keep His 
commandments and do His will. Our 
hunger and thirst must be after 
righteousness—a sincere desire to do 
those things that are right and well 
pleasing in the sight of God. We may 
be mistaken sometimes about what 
we do, if we have not rightly been in- 
formed, and in that case, when God 
does reveal Himself to us, we shall 
get the proper instruction and will 
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leave off doing those things that we 
have found have not been in harmony 
with the will of God. 

It was the man Saul whom we 
know later as the apostle Paul, who was 
sincere before God but was mistaken. 
I believe that down in his heart he 
thought he was doing God a service 
by persecuting the Christians, that 
he was honest at heart, and so the 
Lord Jesus Christ revealed Himself to 
him there on the Damascus road. To 
prove his honesty and sincerity in 
serving God, we have a long record 
of a sacrificial life of service to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. This proves how 
much Paul really loved Jesus. He 
loved Him so much that he was will- 
ing to lay down his life for the cause 
of the Master. 

My friend, if you are a Christian, 
how much do you love Jesus? Can you 
say with the song writer, 


“My Jesus, I love Thee, I know Thou 
art mine; 

For Thee all the follies of sin I re- 
sign. 

My gracious Redeemer, my Savior art 
Thou; 

If ever I loved Thee, my Jesus, ’tis 
now”? 


If you really love Jesus, I am sure 
you will be busy doing something for 
Him. He wants us to tell others about 
what He has done for us. If we really 
love the Lord, we won’t find it hard 
to give of our money for the further- 
ance of HIS cause, for if we really 
love someone dearly, we delight in 
giving gifts to that one, don’t we? 

If our desire for righteousness is 
genuine, we shall not care what other 
people think of us either. We shall 
get to God in any way we can. I am 
thinking of that little tax-gatherer 
who lived at Jericho. He had a desire 
in his heart to see Jesus. No doubt, 
he had heard much about Him and 
he purposed in his heart to see Jesus. 
But he found difficulties in his way. 
There was a vast crowd of people.

The people kept him from seeing Je- 
sus. Do you know that PEOPLE will 
keep you from getting into a living 
contact with Jesus, if you will let 
them? If you have a real hunger or 
thirst for the Lord, then don’t let any- 
one keep you from seeing Jesus. 
Zacchaeus did not let that stop him. 
He ran along the road over which 
Jesus would soon be passing. He 
climbed into a sycamore tree. There 
he waited until Jesus came by. Jesus 
knew all the time about that HUN- 
GER in his heart. He stopped and 
looked up. He called him by name. 
How wonderful! Has God called you 
by name because you have longed to 
get acquainted with Jesus? Jesus said, 
“Zacchaeus, . . . come down; for to- 
day I must abide at thy house.” He 
not only had the privilege of seeing 
Jesus, but of entertaining Him in his 
own home. 

Yes, if we get hungry enough for 
God, then we can have the privilege 
of having Jesus come right into our 
own home. I think that is something 
really wonderful, don’t you? You can 
have Jesus in your heart and in your 
home. 

The Ethiopian had made a long 
journey to Jerusalem. His purpose was 
to worship God. He was returning, 
still unsatisfied, but his heart was 
HUNGRY—OH! so hungry. He had 
purchased a copy of the Book of 
Isaiah—this book is sometimes called 
the Gospel in the Old Testament. He 
was reading. He wanted to know the 
Author of the book. God sent Philip 
from Samaria to join him there in 
the desert. “Understandest thou 
what thou readest?” “How can I, ex- 
cept some man should guide mé?” 
Philip then told him of Jesus. He be- 
lieved the truth, accepted Christ, was 
baptized, and went home rejoicing. 

Friend, you can be happy, too. Why 
not let Jesus into your heart and let 
Him have full control? Zacchaeus and 
the Ethiopian were sincere and after 
they met with the Lord their hungry 
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hearts were satisfied and they were 
happy as they continued to serve the 
Lord. 

In the nineteenth chapter of Mat- 
thew, from the 16th through the 22d 
verses, we read the story of the rich 
young ruler who came to Jesus. Mark 
tells us he came running, and kneeled 
before Christ. He also tells us in the 
21st verse that Jesus beholding him 
loved him. This young man seemed to 
be sincere, hungry, desiring eternal 
life. Jesus told him there was only 
one thing lacking. I am sure that 
when we came to Jesus we had many 
things lacking. What a wonderful 
prospect! He seemed so earnest. He 
had come to the right one to get the 
right information as to how he could 
secure eternal life. The Lord looked 
on him and loved him. Surely he was 
going to be favored that day with 
the desire of his heart. But there was 
one thing lacking. What could that 
be? He was rich—surely he could buy 
anything that was necessary. But 
right there is where the trouble was. 
He was trusting in his riches rather 
than in the Lord. That was the thing 
lacking. To prove it, Jesus said, “Go 
and sell that thou hast, and give it 
to the poor, and thou shalt have 
treasure in heaven: and come and 
follow me.” This he was not willing 
to do and he turned and went away— 
sad and grieved. 

My friend, if you know what you 
ought to do and you refuse to do it, 
you will be sad. No one ever met the 
Savior face to face, found out what 
the Lord expected of him, and then 
having either refused to do it or failed 
to do it, went away happy. When you 
fail to do what the Lord wants you 
to do, you will be sad and sorrowful. 
Evidently this rich young ruler was 
not as sincere as he pretended to be 
when he came running and kneeled 
before the Lord. Had he really been 
HUNGRY he would have been filled. 
He would have obeyed the Lord and 
gone away happy. 

Yes, you can live a real victorious 
Christian life if you have a real hun- 
ger 
Cornelius was a good man. He had 
a real hunger for God. He prayed and 
fasted and gave of his means to those 
who were in need. God was so moved 
about his HUNGER that He sent an 
angel to tell him what to do that his 
HUNGRY heart might be satisfied. 
The angel told him to send for Peter. 
When he came he told those who had 
gathered in Cornelius’ house the old, 
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old story of the cross and of Jesus and 
His love; how He promised when He 
went away to send the Holy Ghost to 
those who would obey the Lord; that 
He would be a Comforter who would 
abide with them forever. Their hearts 
were so hungry, that while Peter was 
still preaching to them the “Holy 
Ghost fell on all them which heard 
the word.” Peter knew it was the 
Same experience he and the others 
had received on the day of Pentecost, 
“for they heard them speak with 
tongues and magnify God.” Acts 10: 
44-46. Yes, you, too, my friend, may 
receive the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
today, but you will have to be really 
hungry and mean business with God. 
He knows your heart and you can- 
not deceive the Lord. 


The Lord wants you to earnestly 
seek to be filled with the Spirit. That 
portion of Scripture which says, “Ask, 
and it shall be given you; seek, and 


ye shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you,” deals primarily 
with one seeking to be filled with the 
Holy Ghost, as, after the illustration 
given that God would not deceive a 
hungry soul no more than a real 
father would his own hungry child, 
He states, “How much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit 
to them that ask him?” 

The apostle Paul speaks of our 
bodies as the temples of the Holy 
Ghost. 1 Cor. 6:19, 20; 2 Cor. 6:16-18. 
The Church, assembly of saints, is to 
be a habitation (home) of God 
through the Spirit. Eph. 2:19-22. How 
can the Church be a habitation of 
God through the Spirit if we as in- 
dividual members, temples, ourselves, 
are not Spirit-filled? God’s desire is 
to live in our hearts. When our de- 
sire, or hunger, becomes great enough, 
we will seek the Lord and wait upon 
Him until we shall be filled with the 
Spirit.

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QUARTERLY REPORT FROM 
BARBADOS

The third quarterly meeting for the 
year, of the Barbadian saints, was 
held on Sunday, October 5, 1947, be- 
ginning at 8 a.m. A very large con- 
gregation assembled at the Bay 
Street beach to see Elder C. A. Lewis 
immerse twenty-six candidates into 
the water. After an inspiring sermon, 
preached by Bishop J. B. Winter, 
from Matthew 3:1-6,-he closed this 
service with thanks and adoration to 
the most high God for such benefits 
and privileges afforded His servants. 


Members of the various churches 
in Barbados met at the Eckstein 
church.

OF THE WORLD. Matt. 5:14-16. In 
the 7th verse, Paul declares, ‘“We 
have this TREASURE in EARTHEN 
VESSELS (our bodies), that the ex- 
cellency of the power (that excels) 
may be OF GOD, and not of ourselves 
(or of us).” “But our sufficiency is 
of God,” 2 Cor. 3:5. 

This man bought the field (WORLD). 
Is this absurd? O brother, no! This 
world is ours, with the gifts and power 
of God. 1 John 5:4 says, “Whatsoever 
is born (or designed of God) over- 
cometh the WORLD,” meaning if we 
are obedient to God’s will, purposed 
for us by Him, His eternal purpose 
in us as recorded in Eph. 1:3, 4. If 
we do the thing designed (planned of 
God) for us, He will give us this old 
world. Are we not going to possess it? 
Are we not going to reign over it as 
kings and priests? “Yea,” you say. I’ll 
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tell you who is: those who are born 
of God’s will and purpose designed by 
God for them. Hence, WHATSOEVER 
is “born” of God—carried out accord- 
ing to His eternal purpose in us, 
OVERCOMETH the world, and this 
is the VICTORY that overcometh the 
world, even our FAITH. FAITH, 
GREAT FAITH, is exercised here. This 
is not the birth recorded in John 3:5. 
No, no. This is the “sonship” in God. 


Jesus says in Rev. 2:26, “He that 
OVERCOMETH AND KEEPETH MY 
WORKS unto the end (at His com- 
ing), to HIM will I give power over 
the nations (make ruler over cities 
during the thousand years on earth 
with Christ) .” 

God help us to be SONS and not 
always children, that we may be a 
blessing to the world.
